“Tho  Return  of  tho  Romantic”  Is 

Titlo  of  Sunday  Afternoon  Lecture 

hy  Momhor  of  Faculty. 

Dr.  Painter  has  givon  tho  following 
brief  sketch  of  her  address  given  at 
the  Collogo  Auditorium,  Sunday,  Feb¬ 
ruary  15,  for  the  Northwest  Missourian: 

Tho  man  of  lottcrs  muy  view  man¬ 
kind  in  tiirco  ways;  as  a  naturalist, 
as  a  realist,  or  as  a  romanticist.  Tho 
prevailing  spiri^  of  American  literature 
for  the  last’  twenty  years  lias'  been 
naturalistic.  Tho  tendency  of  natural¬ 
istic  literaturo  is  to  beepmo  “narrow, 
brutal,  coarse,  tastoless,  an<|  regardless 
of  that  moderation  which  is  the  wliolo 
of  art.”  The  new  biography  of  Lincoln 
hy  Edgar  Loo  Masters,  tho  novels  of 
Sinclair  Lowis,  and  tho  plays  of  Eugone 
O’Noil  show  tho  vigor  and  tho  limita¬ 
tions  the  naturalistic  philosophy  and 
methods. 

Tho  realist  views  the  world  with  a 
calmer,  moro  detached  air,  and  includes 
a  wider  aspect  of  tho  human  pageant. 
The  latest  of  Galsworthy’s  plays  to 
he  acted  in  America,  “Tho  Roof,” 
shows  realism  at.  its  best  at  one  end, 
and  idealistic  romanticism  at  tho  other 
extreme. 

Tho  romantic  view  of  life,  whether 
it  is  tho  marvolous  romantic  or  tho 
idealistic  romantic,  adds  all  that  is 
strange  and  impossible,  all  that  may 
bo  hoped  or  dreamed,  to  that  which  tho 
naturalist  lias  analyzed  and  to  that 
which  tho  realist  has  observed. 

Ono  group  of  contemporary  critics 
does  not  defend  any  of  tlioso  schools 
of  writing.  Tho  humanist  critics  do  not 
consider  man  as  only  an  animal. of  com-  ' 
plicated  mechanism  na  the  naturalist 
does,  nor  “a  soul  in  exile”  as  tho 
idealistic  romntieist  does,  but  as  a 
civilized  human  being  which  shows  all 
that  man  can  mako  of  man.  The  human¬ 
ist  seeks  for  standards  by  which  to  1 
measure  men  and  test  their  approach 
to  the  great  normal  of  man. 

The  only  body  of  this  new  kind  of 
humanistic  literature  that  is  current  is  1 
criticism,  either  literary  criticism  or  ' 
social  criticism.  After  the  chaos  of  too 
much  naturalism,  a  civilizing  humanism  i ' 
with  its  insistanec  upon  ethical  stan-  j 
dards  will  provo  a  salutary  cxpericnee.  j 
If  it  becomes  too  formal,  tho  natural¬ 
ists  will  break  it  to  pieces  again.  Since 
it  puts  all  the  emphasid  on  tho  “rea¬ 
sonable,”  the  romantic  will  always  war; 
against  it,  botli  tho  marvelous  romantic  j 
and  the  idealistic  romantic.  All  tho 
great  literaturo  which  survives  from 
tho  past  and  that  which  promises  to : 
survive  in  the  future  to  delight  and 
inspire  men,  is  full  of  that  which  the 
humanist  calls  romantic.

Tho  students  representing  Maryville 
on  tho  onstern  trip  woro  Hazel  Lyons, 
Cloola  Dawson,  Lowoll  Galt  and  Wilbur 
Pettigrew.  Tlioso  debaters  who  woro  on 
the  northern  trip  woro  Lotlia  Burks, 
Olooln  Dawson,  Dnlo  Missildino  and 
Jerome  Smith. 

Most  of  tho  oncountors  on  botli  trips 
woro  non-decision  dobatos,  ■  Muryvillo 
winning  tiirco  of  tho  four  decision  de¬ 
bates,  two  by  forfeit.

Tournaments  in 
Basketball  Are 
Mar.  6-7, 12-14 

Annual  Sub-district  and  District  Tilts 

Will  Be  Held  at  the  College  March 

6-7  and  March  12-14,  Respectively. 

The  annual  sub-distriet  High  School 
Basketball  tournament  for  Andrew  and 
Nodaway  Counties  will  bo  held  at  the 
College,  in  Maryville,  March  6  nnd  7, 
1931.  Following  tho  practieo,  this  tour¬ 
nament  will  bo  an  elimination  tourna¬ 
ment  approved  by  the  State  ,  Athletic 
Association  and  conducted  under  regu¬ 
lations  prescribed  by  it.  Tho  winner 
and  runner-up  of  this  tournament  will 
bo  certified  to  tho  District  tournament 
to  bo  held  March  12  to  14,  1931,  at 
Maryville,  sponsored  by  the  College. 
Tho  other  contestants  in  the  district 
tournament  will,  bo  two  from  each  of 
seven  othor  distiWli-i 

Tho  following  regulations  are  pro¬ 
scribed  for  the  sub-district  tournament: 

1.  Every  team  must  bo  a  member  in 
good  standing  of  tho  Missouri  Athletic 
Association. 

2.  Each  team  will  bo  permitted  to 
play  a  maximum  of  eight  players.  The 
College  will  pay  meals  nnd  lodging  for 
eight  men  and  coach  until  team  is  elim¬ 
inated. 

3.  Tho  State  constitution  provides 
that  no  team  is  eligible  which  has  play¬ 
ed  moro  than  1G  games  during  the  in¬ 
door  season  or  24  games  during  both 
outdoor  and  indoor  seasons.  The  Stato 
constitution  also  provides  that  caeh 
team  may  enter  four  tournaments  dur¬ 
ing  indoor  season  which  may  bo  the 
Suit-district,  District,  nnd  any  other 
approved  tournament  to  make  a  total 
of  not  moro  than  four.  A  school  muy 
eompeto  in  tho  State  Final  Tournament 
in  addition  to  any  other  four  played 
in  indoor  season.  Tho  indoor  season 
liogan  on  December  1,  This  means  that 
the  teams  going  to  tho  stato  tourna¬ 
ment  cannot  have  played  in  moro  than 
two  approved  tournaments  boforo  tho 
sub-district  contest. 

4.  Entries  must  bo  made  on  tho  of¬ 
ficial  state  eligibility  blank.  If  Behool 
officials  do  not  lmvo  ono,  they  should 
writo  to  Curl  Burris,  Clayton,  Mo. 

5.  Upon  completion  of  tho  entry  list, 
drawings  will  bo  mado  by  tho  athlotic 
department  of  tho  Collogo  and  toams 
notified  when  thoy  will  piny. 

6.  All  games  will  ho  played  in  the 
Collogo  Gymnasium  on  tho  50  by  90- 
foot  court. 

7.  Tho  responsibility  of  using  only 
eligible  playors  rests  on  tho  school 
authorities  of  tho  competing  sohools. 
l’layors  must  bo  certified  on  Form  B, 
State  Eligibility  Blank. 

8.  Entries  must  bo  mado  by  Monday, 
March  2,  1931.  Entries  post-marked  af¬ 
ter  March  2  will  not  bo  eonsidorod.

Indian  Speaker 
Tells  Students 
of  His  Country 

Harldas  Muznmdar,  Native  of  India, 

nnd  Graduate  of  American  Univers¬ 
ities,  Tolls  of  Gandhi. 

Tho  problems  of  a  groat  country, 
Indin,  with  her  320,000,000  people, 
woro  forcefully  brought  to  tho  atten¬ 
tion  of  tho  students  nnd  teachers  of  the 
Collogo  and  to  Maryvillo  people  when 
Hnridas  Muznmdar,  a  native  of.  India 
nnd  a  personal  friend  of  Mahatma 
Gandhi  tho  great  Indian  revolt  leader,' 
spoke  in  the  regular  assembly,  Wednes¬ 
day,  February  18. 

The  brown-skinned,  handsome,  cul¬ 
tured  young  Indian,  a  product  of  the 
Behools  of  India  with  his  undergraduate 
degreo  from  Northwestern  University 
and  hid  Ph.  D.  from  Wisconsin  Univers¬ 
ity,  mado  an  impression  on  those  who 
heard  him  at  tho  assembly,  at  tho  two 
special  conference  and  question  hours, 
and  at  tho  Rotary  Club  luncheon  where 
ho  spoko  at  noon,  which  will  not  Boon 
be  forgotten. 

Tho  appeal  for  tho  release  of  the  In¬ 
dian  pooplo  from  British  rule  struck  a 
sympathetic  chord  in  tho  minds  and 
hearts  of  both  young  and  old  Ameri¬ 
cans  who  heard  tho  young  man  describe 
conditions  in  India,  which  correspond 
to  those  which  tho  American  colonists 
were  encountering,  when  thoy  declared 
their  indepondcnco  with  tho  result  that 
a  new  nation,  the  United  States,  was 
formed. 

One  of  the  outstanding  thoughts  o’ 
impressions  which  pcrhnps  lingers  in 
tho  minds  of  those  who  heard  the 
speaker  is  the  fact  that  this  little  man. 
Gnndlii,  by  causing  his  people  to  Bhut 
off  British  revenue  in  refusing  to  pny 
taxes,  may  bring  about  froedom  for  his 
country  without  tho  use  of  armed  re¬ 
sistance  or  war,  thus  making  a  now  nnd 
intorosting  demonstration  to  tho  world. 

Another  outstanding  thought  which 
was  impressed  on  thoso  who  listened  to 
tho  speaker  in  his  addresses  and  in  his 
reply  to  student  questions  was  that  this 
great  Indian  country  lins  possibilities 
of  becoming  one  of  tho  loading  nations 
of  tho  world,  once  it  gains  its  freedom. 

Dr.  Muzumdnr  gave  a  review  of  tin- 
conditions  existing  in  India,  tho  atti¬ 
tude  of  tho  British  government  toward

Dr.  Irion  Speaks  to 
Hickory  Stick  Men 

Dr.  T.  Irion,  new  head  of  tho  School 
of  Education  of  tho  University  of  Mis 
souri,  was  tho  principal  speaker  at  the 
dinner  program  of  tho  Knights  of  the 
Hickory  Stick,  held  at  tho  Elms  Hotel 
in  Excelsior  Springs,  Snturdny  night, 
February  14. 

Dr.  Irion  said  tlmt  America  must 
form  hor  own  ideals  of  culture  basing 
them  on  tho  best  in  tho  past,  ratliev 
than  just  turn  blindly  to  Europe  and 
othor  countries  nnd  uso  their  ideals.  Tho 
spoukor  said  tlmt  our  ideals  must,  bo 
built  up  from  tho  problems  which  Ame¬ 
rica  is  facing  and  which  Amorica  must 
solve.  ' 

Concerning  tho  Teachers  Colleges  in 
Missouri,  Dr.  Irion  said  in  short  that 
thoy  must  bo  aided  so  that  thoy  can  i 
not  only  toaeh  tho  teacher,  but  teach 
tho  tenchor  to  teach,  that  which  they 
ha vo  boon  taught.  Ho  paid  tributo  to 
tlioso  Missouri  institutions  for  tho  pro¬ 
gress  which  thoy  have  been  making. 

Dr.  Irion  said  that  tho  Stato  will 
lmvo  to  continue  to  look  upon  tho  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri  ns  n  costly  institu¬ 
tion  so  long  as  tho  institution  moroly 
tonchos  or  contributes  to  thoso  who 
como  to  lonrn  at  tho  state’s  oxpons'e 
for  themsolvos.  Ho  thinka  tlmt  the 
Stato  will  bp  groatly  ropald  for  the 
money  exponded  on  tho  University 
when  it  is  hotter  flimncod  and  aided 
so  that  it  cun  maintain  proper  rosoarcli 
bureaus  and  cun  send  out  rosoarcli 
workers  for  tho  bonofit  of  all  tho  poo¬ 
plo  in  tho  difforout  communities  of 
Missouri.  ’  J

Four  basketball  games  lmvo  boon 
played  and  won  by  tho  Boarcats  since 
tho  last  resumo,  of  which  throo  wore 
out-of-town  nml  tho  othor  was  on  the 
homo  court.  The  first  gamo  was  moroly 
an  exhibition  of  classy  basketball  to  an 
nudienco  open-mouthed  with  astonish¬ 
ment.  Tho  next  two  woro  demonstra¬ 
tions  of  real  ImBlfotlmll  to  dofoat  two 
real  strong  teams — in  fact  two  of  tho 
host  in  tho  middlo-wost — and  tho  last 
was  a  mud-throwing  contost  with  a 
confcronco  opponent.  Concordia  Semin¬ 
ary  was  plastered  at  St.  Louis  44  to  16, 
Central  wns  again  beaten,  this  timo  at 
Fayette,  28  to  23,  tho  Oklahoma  City 
Gushers  fell  hero  32  to  21,  and  Kirks- 
villo  wns  laid  asido  29  to  17. 

Tho  Concordia  gamo  a  wook  ago  last 
Saturday  night  wns  nothing  Bliort  of  a 
sot-up.  As  soon  as  tho  curtain  was 
drawn  the  Bearcats'  spurted  and  count¬ 
ed  twolvo  points  before  tho  Seminary 
five  could  score.  According  to  a  St. 
Louis  reporter,  tho  Maryvillo  passing 
attack  was  nearly  perfect,  and  was  as 
classy  ns  has  ever  been  scon  in  St. 
Louis.  This  same  reporter  described  tho 
Bearcats  as  a  team  of  six-foot  giants 
who  did  littlo  elso  than  completely 
smother  tho  St.  Louisans  when  thoy 
lmd  possession  of  the  ball.  At  the  ond 
of  the  first  half  Maryville  led  24  to 
5,  and  during  tho  entire  gamo  Con¬ 
cordia  was  held  to  five  field  goals  and 
six  free  throws. 

The  Eagles  of  Central  Collogo  at 
Fayette,  undefeated  thus  far  in  the 
Missouri  Collogo  Union  raco  this  sea¬ 
son,  furnished  opposition  the  following 
Monday  night  that  nonrly  cost  a  do- 
feat.  Tho  small  gymnasium  as  Central 
was  a  decided  disadvantage  for  the 
Bearcats  and  they  lmd  difficulty  .  in 
getting  their  scoring  machine  func¬ 
tioning,  whild  the  Engles  jumped  into 
an  early  lead  that  was  not  ovorcomo 
until  tho  latter  moments  of  tho  game. 
At  tho  half  Central  was  ahoad  14  to  9, 
hut  in  the  Inst  division  Fischer  scored 
several  baskets,  which  incidentally 
made  him  high  pointer  of  tho  gamo, 
and  when  only  eight  minutes  of  play 
wore  loft,  Maryvillo  went  into  a  load 
and  held  it  to  the  finish. 

The  highly-touted  Century  Potroloum 
“Gushers”  proved  a  disappointment 
to  an  nudienco  looking  for  a  close 
game.  Tho  Gushers  aro  in  socond  place 
in  tho  Missouri  Valley  A.  A.  U.  asso¬ 
ciation,  headed  only  by  tho  powerful 
K.  C.  A.  C.  fivo  in  that  indopondont 
conforenco.  Furthermore,  tho  K.  O.  A. 
C.  team  and  tho  Bearcats  wore  tho  only 
two  teams  to  defeat  tho  Gushors  before 
this  year.  On  tho  other  hand,  the  Okla¬ 
homans  hold  two  victorios  over  last 
year’s  national  A.  A.  U.  champions, 
tho  Wichita  Hcnrys.

Ono  of  tho  piocos  which  Mr.  Hooper 
prizes  most  highly  is  tho  bannor  stono. 
It  is  thin  and  flat  on  each  sido  with  a 
cylindrical  hollow  center  which  sug¬ 
gests  two  thoorios  as  to  how  it  may 
havo  boon  used.  It  may  havo  had  a 
stick  thrust  through  tho  holo  in  tho 
middlo  and  so  carried  as  a  flag  or  a 
bird’s  head  might  havo  boon  fastonod 
to  ono  end  of  the  holo  and  its  tail  to 
tho  other.  Usod  in  this  manner  the 
flnt  sides  would  represent  wings.  This 
may  havo  been  tho  thundor  bird  used 
in  ceremonials.  At  ono  time  Mr.  Hooper 
rofuBod  an  offor  of  ono  hundred  dollars 
for  this  article.  I 

Pipes  were  u*od  in  coromonios  of  dif¬ 
ferent  sorts.  Thoso  pipes  nro  varied  in 
size  and  shnpe.  Before  tho  whito  man 
camo  tho  stem  and  bowl  were  bored 
out  in  conical  Bhapo  bocauso  of  tho 
type  of  drill  used  by  tho  Indian. 

Bonds  and  pondants  wero  also  made 
of  stone.  Thoy  also  used  a  flat  pioco  of 
stono  with  two  holes  bored  in  to  hold 
feather*  in  tho  scalp  lock. 

Tho  collection  also  contains  largo 
stones  usod  for  grinding  meal,  dishes 
which  might  have  been  used  for  cook¬ 
ing,  and  a  shield  made  of  buffalo  hide. 
This  shield  was  used  by  a  warrior  in 
tho  battle  of  .Littlo  Big  Horn,  Custer’s 
massacre,  Mr.  Hooper  explained  to  tlicj 
group.  At  ono  time  it  had  a  rim  ofj 
feathers  all  around  tho  edge  but  now  j 
only  ono  of  tlioso  remain*.  1 

Some  Indians  had  the  habit  of  build- 1 
ing  liugo  mounds.  Some  wero  used  for 
burial  purposes,  while  others  wero  in 
the  form  of  sorpents,  elephants,  etc., 
with  an  alter  at  tho  head,  and  wero 
probably  used  in  worship.  j 

Mr.  Hooper’s  collection  consists  of 
ono  thousand  five  hundred  pieces  of 
which  ono  thousand  aro  on  display  hero. , 
Practically  all  tho  nrticles  mentioned 
aro  on  display  in  room  20C.

tho  subjects',  and  tho  longing  of  the 
pcoplo  of  India  to  gain  freedom  and 
run  tlicir  own  government. 

India,  ho  said,  has  bcon  a  field  of 
oxploitntion  for  Groat  Britain.  Tho 
peasants  of  India,  comprising  tho  back¬ 
bone  of  tho  country,  havo  como  to  hate 
tho  British  system  of  government  with 
nil  the  hnto  a  freedom-loving  people 
enn,  but  they  havo  not  pormitted  tho 
grent  dislike  for  tho  system  of  govern¬ 
ment  to  crento  nny  ill-feeling  toward 
tho  British  people. 

*Uoturning  to  India  from  America  in 
1929,  Muzumdar  nttonded  tho  Lahore 
mooting  of  tho  All-India  National  Con¬ 
gress  nt  which  tho  indepcndcnco  of 
India  was  declared.  During  the  next 
two  months,  Muzumdar  was  Gandhi’s 
guest  nt  the  Sntyngrnlin  Ashram.  On 
March  12  ho  was  in  the  march  to  the 
sea  with  a  party  of  soventy-nino  vol¬ 
unteers.  Upon  completion  of  tho  240- 
milo  march,  tho  party  demonstrated  its 
intention  on  ignoring  the  British  tax 
on  salt  by  taking  salt  from  tho  sen 
thus  demonstrating  to  tho  Indian  people 
that  England  should  not  havo  a  mon¬ 
opoly  on  salt.  Upon  orders  from  Gandhi, 
Muzumdar  retired  from  tho  party  to 
writo  tho  history  of  tho  march,  and  to 
act  as  a  liaison  officer  between  the 
nationalists  and  the  foreign  newspaper¬ 
men  thon  in  India. 

Dr.  Mnzunular  expressed  his  comploto 
faith  in  Gandhi  and  tho  results  ho  has 
already  achieved.  "Gandhi  is  a  most 
remarkable  man.  It  is  amazing  to  think 
of  him,  a  man  of  little  more  than  a 
hundred  pounds  in  weight,  wielding 
such  influence  and  with  as  many  fol¬ 
lowers. 

"Tho  people  of  India,”  he  Bnid, 
‘  ‘  want  to  throw  off  the  chain  of  in¬ 
adequate  political,  economic,  nnd  spir¬ 
itual  life  and  find  their  place  of  lead¬ 
ership.  ’  ’ 

Dr.  Muzumdar  compared  tho  plight 
of  tho  Indians  under  tho  British  rule 
to  that  of  tho  Colonists,  saying  that, 
his  race  had  determined  to  win  free¬ 
dom  by  non-violonce  rather  than  by 
war,  and  predicted  that  they  would  got 
to  freedom  quickly.  "It  is  high  time 
wo  rule  ourselves  and  we’ve  had  enough 
contact  with  imperial  rnlo,”  ho  said. 

Tho  Nationalists  propose  to  win  their 
freedom  by  making  it  so  uncomfortable 
for  •  the  British  that  they  will  get  out, 
the  speaker  declared.  Somo  of  the 
means  by  which  Gandhi  and  his  fol¬ 
lowers  hope  to  force  tho  British  out  of 
India  aro  non-payment  of  taxes, .boy¬ 


cott  of  English  products  and  crippling 
of  tho  sources,  of  rovonuo. 

As  tho  Boston  ton  party  bocaino  tho 
focusing  point  against  tho  tax  on  ton 
to  tho  American  colonists,  tho  Nation¬ 
alists  in  India  havo  mado  tho  tax  on' 
salt  a  vital  issuo  in  tho  non-violonco 
campaign  for  freedom,  tho  Indian 
speaker  said.  Tho  ton  tax  in  tho  history 
of  America’s  war  for  freedom  was  not 
I  tho  principal  issuo  and  neither  is  tho 
jsnlt  tax,  ho  snid,  but  they  sorvo  ns  good 
|  comparisons  for  bringing  to  light  tho 
!  principle  for  which  tho  natives  of  In-j 
|  din  nro  struggling. 

At  tho  Rotary  Luncheon  Dr.  Muzum- 
dnr  told  how  tho  British  had  drained 
tho  country  of  its  resources;  revealed  t 
that  the  avorago  por  capita  income  is ;

Although  tho  salt  tax  is  only  an  in- 
cidont  in  tho  campaign  for  froedom, 
Dr.  Muzumdar  explained  that  it 
amounted  to  $20,000,000  a  year.  A  ban 
on  opium  and  liquor  will  cut  down  tho 
rovonuo  to  tho  British  government,  and 
;  rcfusnl  to  pay  tho  salt  tax  will  even¬ 
tually  cripple  tho  British  so  they  will 
want  to  leave  tho  country,  lie  believes. 
Tho  speaker  paid  tributo  to  tho  women 
of  India  for  thoir  part  in  tho  fight  on 
,  tho  use  of  opium  and  liquor. 

|  Tho  Indian  loaders  proposo  to  place 
ono  million  spindles  in  tho  country  and 
I  nmko  every  homo  a  factory  in  order 
!  to  eliminato  buying  cotton  goods'  from 
I  tlio  British  mills.  Tho  boycott  already 
1  has  added  to  tho  grave  unemployment 
1  problem  in  England  and  has  affected 
|  the  southern  cotton  growors  in  America 
■  who  shipped  to  tho  English  spinnors. 
By  spinning  at  homo  the  Indians  can 
savo  $200,000,000  a  yoar,  ho  said. 

Dr.  Muzumdar,  in  answering  a  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  India’s  futuro  industrial 
]  system  said  that  tho  spinning  wheel 
j  project  was  only  a  start  and  that  he 
[  and  tho  Indian  leadors  hope  to  avoid 
some  of  America’s  present  problems  as 
they  build  their  industrial  system. 

1  "Tho  English  people  thomsolvos  aro 
no!  to  blamo  for  tho  conditions  in  In¬ 
dia,  ’  ’  Dr.  Muzumdar  said.  ‘  ‘  If  tlioy  know 
what  really  existed,  tlio  Indians  would 
bo  treated  difforontly, "  ho  said.  Tho 
English  officials!,  who  aro  jealous  of 
their  positions,  havo  bocomo  a  monaco 
to  tho  country,  do  not  allow  tho  true 
.  news  to  creep  out  and  havo  drained  tho 
!  country  of  its  resources. 

I  Physical  violonco  to  Gandhi  will  not 
end  tho  non-violonco  campaign.  Tho 
loaders  and  Indians  have  bocomo  so 
imbued  with  tho  idea  of  freedom  that 


they  will  not  rolont  until  they  liavo 
won  out,  Mr.  Muzumdar  thinks, 
encouraging  poppy  farms  for  opium 
supply  wlillo  not  encouraging  farming 
for  food  stuff.

THE  CHALLENGE  OP  PEACE 
Tho  progrosrf  of  civilization  lias  in  a 
large  measure  been  determined  by  the 
degreo  to  which  human  endeavor  has 
been  organized  in  view  of  maintaining 
and  promoting  tho  welfare  of  all  man¬ 
kind.  Jn  no  organization  or  institution 
has  this  principle  been  more  fully  exem¬ 
plified  than  in  tho  covenant  of  tho 
Lcaguo  of  Nations.  Tho  proamblo  of 
that  covenant  was  a  noble  resolve  to 
coopornto  in  tho  establishment  of  jus¬ 
tice  and  security  through  international 
law.  That  resolve  is  a  challenge  to 
humanity  when  written  in  tho  logal 
status  it  has  only  potential  powor,  but 
carried  in  your  hoart  and  mino  it  is 
invinelblo  and  against  tho  forces  which 
aro  constantly  operating  to  undormino 
tho  foundations  of  poace. 

Tho  international  spirit  of  any  na¬ 
tion  is  a  reflection  of  tho  citizens  with¬ 
in  tho  jurisdiction  of  a  sovoroign  gov¬ 
ernment.  It  is  our  responsibility,  thou 
ns  touchers  to  lay  tho  permanent  foun¬ 
dations  of  peace  in  the  school  systoms, 
not  only  in  America,  but  in  tho  World. 
The  groat  danger  of  peace  lies,  not  in 
faith  in  war,  but  in  lack  of  faith  in 
peace.  The  latter  faith  must  be  created 
through  education.  A  world  united  by 
legal  bonds/  alone  is  not  safe;  it  must 
be  united  by  bonds  of  mutual  under¬ 
standing;  it  must  bo  cementod  by 
loyalty  to  o  common  cause.

THE  NATION’S  CHILDREN 

The  officers  of  tho  National  Educa¬ 
tional  Association,  speaking  for  the 
Association’s  220,000  members  and  in 
tho  name  of  tho  teaching  profession  of 
Amorica,  reaffirm  tho  Association’s 
historic  belief  in  the  importance  of 
education  in  American  life.  Wo  regret 
and  condemn  shortsighted  proposals, 
now  current  in  certain  communities,  to 
cripplo  needlessly  the  effectiveness  of 
tho  schools  by  undiscrini  mating  and 
drastic  reductions  in  the  salary  sched¬ 
ules  of  tonchors.  Wo  condemn  these 
proposals  becauso  tlioy  involve  a  grave 
injustice  to  tho  schools  and  tho  teach 
ing  profession,  because  they  attack 
Amorican  ideals  and  well-being  at  their 
sourco,  and  bocauso  thoy  would  rob  the 
children  of  tho  Nation  of  their  just 
educational  rights. 

Common  justice  domands  that  income 
reductions  should  not  bo  exacted  from 
thoso  least  able  to  bear  tho  loss.  Teach¬ 
ing  lias  always  been  an  underpaid  pro¬ 
fession.  Increases  in  teacher’s  salaries 
liavo  always  been  accompanied  by 
liighor  stadards  of  preparation,  requir¬ 
ing  largo  investments  of  time  and 
money  in  professional  education.  The 
teacher  today  is  paid  only  seventy  per¬ 
cent  as  much  as  tho  average  gainfully 
occupied  person.  Tho  quality  of  teach¬ 
ing  largely  determines  tho  futuro  of 
childhood.  Touching  is  already  at  an 
economic  disadvantage;  to  increase 
that  disadvantage  is  to  strike  the 
schools  at  their  most  vulnerable  point 
and  to  weuken  tho  ono  institution 
which  can  contribute  most  to  tho  recov¬ 
ery  of  prosperity. 

Tlie  wealth  and  stability  of  tho  Na¬ 
tion  deponds  on  a  continuously  effec¬ 
tive  educational  system.  To  cripplo  the 
schools,  oven  for  a  year  or  two,  means 
an  irroparablo  loss  in  national  health, 
stability,  culture,  leadership,  and  citi¬ 
zenship.  We  must  not  forgot  the  lessons 
of  tho  World  War — tho  uttor  holpless- 
noss  of  the  illiterate  and  untrained  men 
to  cooperate  effectively  with  others, 
the  tragic  wastefulness  of  poor  schools 
or  no  schools  at  all.  As  the  citizens  and 
as  oducators  we  re-diroct  the  attention 
of  this  country  to  these  lessons.  Tem¬ 
porary  difficulties  do  not  oxcuso  the 
•working  of  permanent  harm. 

Every  child  born  in  America  has  a 
right  to  nn  adequato  oducation, — a  right 
guaranteed  by  tlio  stato  constitutions 
and  implied  by  democratic  government. 
Tho  failuro  of  our  own  generation  to 
face  and  solvo  tlio  problem  of  economic 
depressions  should  strengthen  our  de¬ 
termination  that  tho  now  generation 
shall  bo  bettor  fitted  to  copo  with  those 
and  otlior  problems  of  modern  life.  Wo 
call  upon  tho  fathors  and  mothers  of 
tlio  Nation  to  reaffirm  tho  American 
faith  in  education  and  to  resist  firmly 
any  attempt  to  handicap  their  children 
by  driving  tho  best  toachors'  out  of 
tlio  profession.  Tlio  rising  generation 
must  not  bo  forcod  to  pay  tho  price  of 
the  prosent  generation’s  failures  and 
blundors.  Such  sacrifico  of  childhood’s 
opportunity  is  uttorly  unnecessary. 
Givon  equitable  nnd  propor  methods  of 
taxation,  this  country  is  wealthy 
enough  to  give  every  child  its  Ameri¬ 
can  birthright — a  gonoroud  education 
undor  tho  direction  of  trained  and 
compotont  teachers.

Ono  of  tho  pieces  which  Mr.  Hooper 
prizes  most  highly  is  tho  banner  stono. 
It  is  thin  and  flat  on  eacli  sido  with  n 
cylindrical  hollow  center  which  sug¬ 
gests  two  theories  ns  to  how  it  may 
have  been  used.  It  may  havo  had  a 
stick  thrust  through  tho  holo  in  tho 
middlo  nnd  so  enrried  ns  a  flag  or  a 
bird’s  head  might  liavo  boon  fastened 
to  ono  end  of  the  holo  and  its  tail  to 
tlio  other.  Used  in  this  manner  the 
flat  sides  would  roprosent  wings,  This 
may  liavo  boon  tho  thunder  bird  used 
in  ceromonials.  At  ono  time  Mr.  Hooper 
refuBod  an  offer  of  ono  liundrod  dollars 
for  this  article.  ( 

Pipes  were  utfod  in  ceremonies  of  dif-- 
feront  Borts.  Those  pipes  aro  variod  in 
Bize  and  slinpc.  Before  tho  wliito  man 
camo  tho  stem  and  bowl  wore  bored 
out  in  conical  aliapo  bocauso  of  tlio 
type  of  drill  used  by  tho  Indian. 

Beads  and  pendants  wero  also  made 
of  stone.  They  also  used  a  flat  piece  of 
stono  with  two  holes  bored  in  to  hold 
fontherk  in  tlio  Bealp  lock. 

Tlio  collection  also  contains  large 
Btones  usod  for  grinding  meal,  dishes 
which  might  havo  boon  usod  for  cook¬ 
ing,  and  a  shield  mado  of  buffalo  hide. 
This  shield  waB  used  by  a  warrior  in 
tlio  bnttlo  of  .Little  Big  Horn,  Custer’s 
massacre,  Mr.  Hooper  explained  to  tli c  | 
group.  At  ono  time  it  had  a  rim  of| 
feathers  all  around  tho  edge  but  now! 
only  ono  of  thoso  remain^.  1 

Somo  Indians  had  the  habit  of  build- 1 
ing  liugo  mounds.  Somo  wero  used  for 
burial  purposes,  while  others  wero  in 
tlie  form  of  sorpents,  elephants,  etc., 
with  nn  alter  at  tho  head,  and  wero 
probably  used  in  worship.  ; 

Mr.  Hooper’s  collection  consists  of 
ono  thousnnd  five  hundred  pieces  of 
which  ono  thousnnd  are  on  display  here. 
Practically  all  tlie  articles  mentioned 
are  on  display  in  room  205.

tho  subjects',  and  tho  longing  of  the 
people  of  India  to  gain  freedom  and 
run  thoir  own  government. 

India,  ho  said,  has  been  a  field  of 
oxploitntion  for  Great  Britain.  Tlio 
peasants  of  India,  comprising  the  bnck- 
bono  of  tlio  country,  havo  como  to  lmtc 
the  British  system  of  government  with 
all  the  lmtc  a  freedom-loving  people 
can,  but  they  linvc  not  permitted  tlu- 
great  dislike  for  tho  system  of  govern¬ 
ment  to  crcato  any  ill-feeling  toward 
tho  British  people. 

^Returning  to  India  from  America  in 
1929,  Muzumdar  attended  the  Lahore 
mooting  of  tho  All-India  National  Con¬ 
gress  nt  which  the  independence  of 
Tndia  was  declared.  During  the  next 
two  months,  Muzumdar  was  Gandhi’s 
guest  nt  the  Sntvngraha  Ashram.  On 
March  12  ho  was  in  the  march  to  the 
sea  with  a  party  of  soventy-nino  vol¬ 
unteers.  Upon  completion  of  tlio  240- 
milc  march,  tho  party  demonstrated  its 
intention  on  ignoring  the  British  tax 
on  salt  by  taking  salt  from  the  sea 
thus  demonstrating  to  tho  Indian  people 
that  England  should  not  linvo  a  mon¬ 
opoly  on  snlt.  Upon  orders  from  Gandhi, 
Muzumdar  retired  from  tho  party  to 
writo  tho  history  of  tho  march,  and  to 
act  as  a  liaison  officer  between  the 
nationalists  and  tlio  foreign  newspaper¬ 
men  then  in  India. 

Dr.  Muzumdar  expressed  his  comploto 
faith  in  Gandhi  and  tho  results  ho  has 
already  achieved.  “Gandhi  is  a  most 
remarkable  man.  It  is  amazing  to  think 
of  him,  a  man  of  little  more  than  a 
hundred  pounds  in  weight,  wielding 
such  influence  and  with  as  many  fol¬ 
lowers. 

“The  people  of  India,”  he  said, 
“want  to  throw  off  the  chain  of  in¬ 
adequate  political,  economic,  and  spir¬ 
itual  life  and  find  their  place  of  lead¬ 
ership.  ’  ’ 

Dr.  Muzumdar  compared  tho  plight 
of  tho  Indians  under  tho  British  rule 
to  that  of  tho  Colonists,  saying  that, 
his  race  had  determined  to  win  free¬ 
dom  by  non-violence  rather  than  by 
war,  and  predicted  that  they  would  get 
to  freedom  quickly.  “It  is  high  time 
wo  rule  ourselves  and  wo  ’vc  had  enough 
contact  with  imperial  rule,”  he  said. 

Tho  Nationalists  propose  to  win  their 
freedom  by  making  it  so  uncomfortable 
for  the  British  that  they  will  get  out, 
tlio  speaker  declared.  Somo  of  the 
means  by  which  Gandlii  and  his  fol¬ 
lowers  hope  to  force  tho  British  out  of 
India  are  nonpayment  of  taxes, .  boy¬ 


cott  of  English  products  nnd  crippling 
of  the  sourced  of  rovonuo. 

As  the  Boston  toa  party  hocamo  tho 
focusing  point  ngainst  tho  tax  on  ton 
to  tho  Amorican  colonists,  the  Nation¬ 
alists  in  India  havo  mado  tho  tax  on ; 
salt  a  vital  issuo  in  tho  non-violonco 
cuinpnign  for  freedom,  tho  Indian 
speaker  said.  Tho  toa  tax  in  tho  history 
of  America’s  war  for  freedom  was  not 
tlio  principal  issuo  and  neither  is  tho 
snlt  tax,  ho  said,  but  they  sorvo  as  good 
comparisons  for  bringing  to  light  tho 
principle  for  which  tho  natives  of  In-  j 
din  aro  struggling. 

At  tlio  Rotary  Luncheon  Dr.  Muzum¬ 
dar  told  how  tlio  British  had  drninod 
tlio  country  of  its  resources;  revealed 
that  the  averngo  per  capita  incomo  is 
less  than  5  cents  a  day  and  that  tlio 
Indians  fool  that  they  aro  able  to  gov¬ 
ern  themselves,  ns  thoy  did  for  6,000 
years  before  bowing  to  tho  English 
rulo. 

Although  tho  salt  tax  is  only  an  in¬ 
cident  in  the  campnign  for  froedom, 
Dr.  Muzumdar  explained  that  it 
amounted  to  $20,000,000  a  yenr.  A  ban 
on  opium  and  liquor  will  cut  down  the 
rovonuo  to  tho  British  government,  and 
:  refusal  to  pay  tlio  Balt  tax  will  oven- 
tunlly  cripple  tho  British  so  they  will 
want  to  leave  tho  country,  ho  bclioves. 
Tho  speaker  paid  tributo  to  tho  women 
of  Tndia  for  thoir  part  in  tho  fight  on 
,  tho  use  of  opium  and  liquor. 

|  Tho  Indian  leaders  proposo  to  place 
one  million  spindles  in  tho  country  and 
I  make  every  homo  a  factory  in  order 
!  to  oliminato  buying  cotton  goods'  from 
I  tho  British  mills.  Tho  boycott  already 
1  has  added  to  tho  grave  unemployment

By  spinning  at  homo  the  Indians  can 
snvo  $200,000,000  a  yoar,  ho  said. 

Dr.  Muzumdar,  in  answering  a  ques¬ 
tion  as  to  India’s  futuro  industrial 
|  system  said  that  tho  spinning  wheel 
project  was  only  a  start  and  that  lie 
and  tho  Indian  IcadorB  hope  to  avoid 
some  of  America’s  present  probloms  as 
they  build  thoir  industrial  system.

A  brief  review  of  a  lccturo  given  by 
Dr.  Alexander  Mciklcjohn  of  Wisconsin 
Univorsity  at  the  Stato  Teachers  As¬ 
sociation  in  Kansas  City  last  fall  was 
given  before  the  Collogo  Sunday  School 
Class  of  tho  M.  E.  Church  South,  Sun¬ 
day,  Fobruary  22,  by  Miss  Estelle  Bow¬ 
man  of  the  English  Department  of  the 
Collego. 

Miss  Bowihnn,  in  reviewing  tho  loc¬ 
turo  said  that  Dr.  Meiklcjohn  express¬ 
ed  the  thought  that’  if  all.  the  subjects 
in  our  curriculum  wore  to  bo  dispensed 
with  that  wo  could  perhaps  part  loss 
J  readily  with  "Literature"  than  with 
the  other  subjects.  Ho  gavo  as  his  rea¬ 
son  that  it  is  in  litcraturo  that  wo  havo 
a  study  of  life.  Iioro  is  found  inspir¬ 
ation,  idealism;  and  problems  of  Hfo 
aro  "brought  out  which  command  tho 
attention  nnd  action. 

According  to  Dr.  Mciklcjohn,  tho 
three  Important  things  in  life  arc  work, 
piny,  and  wisdom.  Concerning  wisdom, 
which  may  ineludo  generosity,  toler¬ 
ance,  kindliness  and  understanding  of 
other  people’s  problems,  Miss  Bowman 
read  some  poems  which  wore  given  by 
Dr.  Mciklcjohn  to  illustrate  how  poetry 
may  help  people  to  havo  a  bettor  feel¬ 
ing  or  moro  compassionate  feeling  to¬ 
ward  their  fellow  men. 

I  The  first  poem  given  was  written  by 
John  Masefield  now  Poet  Laureate  of 
England,  who,  when  a  youth,  landed  in 
■New  York  with  fivo  dollars  in  his 
pocket,  and  who,  when  he  decided  to 


give  his  life  to  writing,  chose  to  writo 
about  the  common  people.  Tho  poem 
"A  Consecartlon,"  follows: 

A  Consecration 

Not  of  tho  princes  and  prolatoa  with 
'  periwigged  charioteers 
Riding  triumphantly  laurelled  to  lap 
tho  fat  of  the  years, — 

Rather  tho  scorned — tho  rejected — tho 
men  hemmed  in  with  tho  spoars; 


Tho  men  of  tho  tattorod  batnllion  which 
fights  till  it  dies, 

Dazed  with  tho  dust  of  tho  battlo,  tho 
din  and  tho  crios, 

The  men  with  the  broken  heads  and  the 
blood  running  into  thoir  eyes. 


Not  tho  bo-medalled  Commander,  belov¬ 
ed  of  tho  throne, 

Riding  cock-horso  to  parade  when  the 
bugles  are  blown,
